who directed that all dalegates should 
take tbeir seats without delay. Consid- 
erable time was taken up by the delegates 
in taking their places, they had so much 
to say to each other. At last Mrs. 
Rounds suggested that she might send 
an Amazonian sergeaut-at-arms to the 
entrance tc enforce the immed'ate pres- 
ence oi the delegates. There wore about 
300 delegates present. 


DEVOTIONAL ESBECISKS. 


Mrs. Fannie C. Hathaway, of Normal, 


superintendent of the Evangelistic work, 
conducted 
the 
devotional exercises. 


"Rock of Ages'' was the first song with 
piano accompaniment by Mrs. Clinton 
Smith, of Springfield. Mrs. G. D. Mc- 
Culloch, of Hillsboro. She invoked es- 
pecially the divine blessing on all brothers 
who are fighting manfully and earnestly 
for prohibition. Part of the parable ot the 
ten talents was the scriptural selection 
read by Mrs. Hathaway. Appropriate 
verses from the bible were recited by the 
delegates, several speaking at once, so 
prompt were the ladies to rise to their 
feet. "Am I a Soldier of the Cross" waa 
the next song, Mrs. Hathaway offering 
the closing prayer. 


In beginning the business of the con- 


vention Mrs. Bounds stated that the eyes 
ot all the good people in the state and 
Nation are upon us, as we meet in this 
magnificent Uimple,the finest in which we 
have ever met, to work together for the 
great cause nearest our hearts. She was 
glad to welcome the delegates and to 
praise God fo: his goodness and mercy 
during the year that is past. 


The proceedings of the session of the 


state executive committee were read by 
Miss Ruby L Gilbert, of Chicago, record- 
ing secretary. The business of the exec- 
ntivs session which was hold yesterday 
was the consideration of department 
work. There are 37 different departments 
in the state organization. All of the de- 
partments were continued, with bnt few 
changes in superintendents. 
In the 


evangelistic work 8250 was appropriated 
for the superintendent; for the Loyal tem- 
perance Legion, $75; Young Women's 
Work, 850; Soldiers and Sailors, $20, and 
Miners, $50. The Illinoiii Workshop 
was discontinued. 


Mrs. Clara Hoffman, of Missouri, was 


presented to give the convention a short 
talk about the prohibitioi, constitutional 
amendment in Connecticut. She and 
Mrs. Bounds were farmers' daughters to- 
gether back in New York state, and it 
always gave the lady pleasure to moet 
her sister and co-laborer in the temper- 
ance came.

ter from Miss Mary Allen West, vice- 
president of the state union, now in Cali- 
fornia engaged in prohibition work. Miss 
West is the superintendent of the state 
scientific work, and she offered valuable 
suggestiona in her department.

The an- 
chorage mission for young girls and un- 
fortunate women was alluded to as one 
of the most important branches of the 
work. Effort* in other departments ot 
work in the wicked city ot Chicago were 
presented. The National convention will 
be held in Chicago, November 8 to 12, at 
Battery D, and all delegates will De en- 
tertained by Central Union, which will 
be the hostosb for the visitors.

TDK 1CKBTING LAST X10HT. 


A large audience was m attendance at 


the Grand Opera House liist evening to 
witness the opening exercises of the State 
Convention of the Illinois Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union. The stage was 
neatly decorated with plants and flowers 
by the fair hands of the ladies of the De- 
catnr Union. A choir of about twenty 
gentlemen and ladies, led by Prof. Bull, 
favored the audience with music. Over 
the stage hung the motto, "All Illinois 
for God and Temperance." 


At 7:30 Mrs. Louise a Rounds, the 
state president, called the meeting to 
order and the choir sang "All Hail the 
Power of Jesus' Name," the audience 
joining with them in the singing. Mrs. 
A. E. Sanford, of Bloomington, read the 
31st chapter of Proverbs and offered 
prayer, invoking the blessing of God on 
the work of woman in the great temper- 
ance cause, aiid especially upon the work 
of the W. C. T. U. in the great state of 
Illinois. The choir sang an anthem, after 
whioh Mrs. Clara Hoffman, of Kansas 
City, president ot the Missouri W. C. T. 
U, was introduced and delivered an elo- 
quent address of over an hour, her sub- 
ject being "Woman's Field." Mrs. Hoff- 
man is an earnest and eloquent speaker, 
of commanding appearance with a clear 
and attractive voice, end her address was 
listened to with close attention and fre- 
quently applauded bj those present. She 
commcineed her addrtjss by ssying that 
whatever God creates he creates wisely. 
The world had been slow to concede that 
woman was intended (or greater purposes 
than had been given, bnt that her sphere 
was continually enlarging. Only a few 
y?ars since woman was considered to be 


of any use only as housekeeper. In 1819 
Miss Emma Willard, of Troy.N.T., pe- 
titioned the New York legislature for a 
plan for female education, and even then 
she did not ask nor believe that woman 
should have access to the forum or the 
pulpit. In 1833 Oberlin College was the 
first to open its halls to women, followed 
by Vassar and now by sevtral other insti- 
tutions. Kansas was the first state to 
provide for equal education of the sexes. 
She alluded to an incident occurring only 
thirty-five or forty years ago, when at a 
state teachers' convention in the great 
state of New I'ork, where more than two- 
thirds of those present were women, a 
question was discussed for more than half 
an hour whether or nut a lady should be 
allowed to speak on a certain subject 
and was adopted by only a bare majority, 
and the lady spoke just three minutes. 
That lady was Susan B. Anthony. Mrs. 
Hoffman alluded to the great field which 
waa opened to women during the civil 
war in which the women both north and 
South 
played a conspicuous part in 


providing for the wants of the soldiers in 
the field and hospitals, as well as attend- 
ing to the business at home. She alluded 
to the grand work done by Mother Bick- 
erdyke, of Illinois, and how it took eight- 
een years for the United States govern- 
ment to remember hei in a doleful pit- 
tance of $25 a month. She spoke of the 
work done in the missionary work of the 
world, end thfl great crusade against the 
saloon, and the organization of the W. 0. 
T. U. She predicted that it would be 
bnt a few years before all of the churches 
would have women as ministers of the 
gospel. She closed by quoting the lan- 
guage of Frances E^ Willard, that "wo- 
man will purify every spot she enters and 
she will enter every spot on this round 
earth." After the addresii a collection 
was taken up to defray the expenses of 
the convention, after which Miss A. W. 
Berry sang a solo entitled "With Ver- 
dure Clad," which was rendered in a 
beautiful manner, and the benediction 
was pronounced by Rev. W. H. Pehalle- 
gon, the Presbyterian minister.

Ever eince the Citizens' company com- 


menced running their street cars by elec- 
tricity, there has been more or less specu- 
lation and inquiry as to how electricity is 
produced and how the power is applied 
The people who have visited tbe pjwer 
station and have seen the cars in opera- 
tion, have only an imperfect idea as to 
how the thing is done. The REPUBLICAN 
reporter has been chatting with the elec- 
tricians on the subject, and stripped as 
far as possible of all confusing electrical 
terms, so that the general reader can 
better ui deratand the explanation, the 
following story is told: 


THE POWEB STATION. 


The electricity for the entire line is 


generated at the power station on East 
North street. There are in position two 
80-horse power generators, or dynamos, 
operated- by two Ideal engines of 125- 
horse power each. Only one generator 
is run at a time, as the power furnished 
with one is ample for the present number 
of cars on the tracks. The other is there 
to be used in case of an accident, or if in 
future double power is required. 


BOW ELECTBICITT IS PBODtJCED. 


The armature of the generator rests 


between two powerful magnets, and the 
ar-nature is the piece of the machine 
that makes revolutions, 900 to the min- 
ute; the 900 revolutions per minute pro- 
duces a steady current of 500 volts, one 
generator being capable of furnishing 
power for running 15 cars. The current 
is taken off one end of the armature, 
called the commutator, by means of four 
carbon brashes, each two inches wide.the 
brushes being harder than slate. From 
the brushes the current is conveyed by 
two wires to the switch board, where the 
current passes through the indicator, 
showing the amount of power being used; 
through a rheostat which controls the 
power let out of the station, thence 
through a lightning! arrester to protect 
the station, thence to the conducting 
wire over the cars. 


APPIiIINO THB POWEB. 


In all electrical machines there is a 


positive and a negative wire. The posi- 
live wire is the overhead wire, the con- 
ductor of the current; the conductor is 
charged with electricity from one end to 
the other of the system. The negative 
wire is the rail on which the cars run, 
each rail being connected by a copper 
wire, and on the negative is taken the 
electricity which comes off the wheels, 
returning again through the rails to a 
wire in front of the station which conveys 
the electricity continually to the genera- 
tor, tlie negative carbon brushes placing 
it on the armature commutator, thus 
forming a complete circuit. Without the 
useful trolley the electric motive power 
would be useless. Everybody knows 
what a trolley is—it is mounted on an 
iron staff, which is fastened securely to 
the top of each car. The rod which is 
attached to the staff by means of spiings, 
extends at an angle to the overhead wire, 
and imbedded in the wooden rod are two 
wires which connect with the rapidly re- 
volving copper wheel under the overhead 
wire and licks off a certain quantity of. 
electricity, the balance passing onward 
to supply other cars on the line. The 
electricity which passes down the trolley 
rod is conveyed to the motor truck undei 
the car by means of hidden wires,through 
a lightning arrester and rheostat, which 
last named invention controls the amount 
of power the driver permits to go through 
the motor, the driver regulating this by 
the number of turns he gives the crank. 
The motor is simply a generator on a 
small scale, the electricity admitted caus- 
ing the armature to whirl rapidly and 
mve the power which sends the car 
skimming along at 15 to 30 miles an hour 
if desired. As before stated, the current 
passes from the motor to the wheels, 
thence to the rails and back to the gener- 
ator at the station, except that part 
which gives the flashes from the rails, 
especially at night, and also that which 
goes into the ground wherever thera is a 
damp place.

Tie Bole of Minorities. 


The great Texas statesman, who works 


one hour for American interests and ten 
for British interests, has been heard from. 
He has arrived in Washington, where, 
thank fortune, he will not again serve in 
the capacity of chairman of the ways and 
means committee But while he realize* 
that he will be .n the minority in the 
next Congress, he boasts, lite a true rev. 
olutionist, that his minority will still 
control legislation. He threatens that 
the rules of the hzrase will not be changed 
by the Republican majority, but that the 
Democratic minority will continue to 
control. In the opinion of Mr. Mills the 
Democratic minority will still keep on 
ruling the Republican majority. This is 
the way he proposes to keep on ruling 
by minorities: 


We don't prorase that the Republican major- 


ity willpass a single measure "ItUoutour con- 
sent, For Instance, you may depend upon It 
that tbe rules ol the house mil not be changed 
by the Republican majority In any essential 
feature 
We do not propose to permit them to 


be changed, as Is desired by Mr Eeed and oth- 
ers, in any particular feature, nor will we per- 
ni't any of the proposed legislation looking to a 
control by Congress of the election, for we see 
very plainly* hat the purpose ol tbat Is. The 
same can be said of tne contest cases that will 
come up before Congress, We do not propose 
to let tne Republican majority b« further in- 
creased ad libitum by throwing out Democratic 
trembers, as seems to be the purpose. In other 
words, we propose to exercise control of the 
house just as much as though we were still in 
tre majority, because we know our minoritj is 
strong enough to make us the virtual rulers. 


Mr. Mills will probably find out at the 


organization of the house that tbe old 
rules aie no 'onger in force, except as 
they shall be adopted by tne majority, 
and that the minority will have infinitely 
less to sty about the old rules than the 
territory of New Mexico has about the 
presidency. It is before the adoption of 
the old rules that the question of the 
power of minorities to control legislation 
will be definitely settled. When the 
house has no rules it is impossible for 160 
members to rule 170, and the plain rule 
of common sense comes in to determine 
that the lesser number shall not rule the 
greater. And in that day Mr. Mills will 
doubtless come to a realizing sense of his 
own weakness. 


THESE has been a good deal of fun 


poked at John L. Sullivan, in connection 
with bis supposed candidacy for con- 
gress, but stranger things have happened 
than that he should be elected. He may 
be rough and ooare« in his intercourse 
with men, but he knows how to approach 
the average voter after tlie manner of the 
mofit saccessfnl office seeker. When be 
gets into a crowd of "the boys" he can 
introduce himself in such a way as to 
win their respect at once. When he says, 
"Gents, it's my treat," there is a sort of 
cordiality about him which touches their 
hearts at once. John knows how to go 
about nmong the sorereigns. 


DK. McCosH's declaration in favor of a 


revision of the Westminster Confession 
ot Faith is interesting and important, 
He occupies a high place as a Presbyte- 
rian teacher and leader, and his advice 
upon any question of Church polity is 
entitled t'o serious consideration. When 
he says that the present Confession 
"meets the heresies of the seventeenth 
century, but not the heresies of the nine- 
teenth century," he states a fact which it 
is useless for anybody to dispute. If 
Christianity ia to go on prospering at a 
satisfactory rate it must take due account 
of changed conditions and adapt its 
methods to them in a direct and practical 
manner.

' ing the wisdom, or want ot it, which in- 
duced the Republicans of Virginia to 
nominate Gen. Mshone for governor. On 
general principle* it may be asserted that 
the question ot nominating Mahone, or 
any other man, is a matter which chiefly 
concerns the Republicans of that state, 
and if he units them the outsiders neec 
not trouble themselves about it And 
while this is undoubtedly true there are 
a good m»ny Terr honest and earnest 
people who will tremble themselves over 
the conflicts which have made Virginia 
politics the synonym for everything thai 
means bitterness among factions and 
hostility between the Miihoneites and 
the anti-Mahooeites. It most not be 
forgotten that Mahone wts a prominent 
general on the Confederate side, and that 
the animosities aroused by that fact go 
for more than any that are ever felt in 
the north. Mahone, when he cut locse 
from the Bourbons, arrayed against him- 
self personally all the hostility born of 
generations of the bitterest political ani 
monties. These in turn acted upon the 
weak-kneed of his own party, who could 
not stand the criticisms of those who had 
formerly been his associates. But it is a 
question whether the supreme need of 
Virginia is not some such leader as Ma- 
bone, who, born to the soil, knows the 
people and understands their temper, 
who is thoroughly conversant with their 
ocal affairs, and who has the plnck and 
nerve to stand up and make a stubborn 
fight against the pet notions and Vagaries 
of the men who boast of their chivalry, 
and who are ever ready to proclaim, 
Virginia forever, whether right or wrong, 
she is our state all the same." To com- 
>at thin overpowering state pride, and to 
fight under a banner which proclaims, 
•The right, whether Virginia believes in 
in it or not, we are for the right any- 
IQW," some such leader as Mahone is 
an absolute necessity. When Mabone 
urned his back upon the antiquated 
notions and errors of Old Virginia, and 
acing about started towards the rising 
inn of progress and nineteenth century 
civilization, he did a brave act and de- 
served to be applauded by all men of 
modern ideas. It is Dot easy to do this, 
and by one stroke of the spade dig the 
grave of prejudices which must have 
>een a second nature to him. In his 
ight against those prejudices which had 
well-nigh shipwrecked the state of Vir- 
ginia, he was in all probability not as 
choice in the selection of his weapons as 
le would have been in a- less earnest or 
,ees vital contest. He may not have al- 
•ays selected the best modes of warfare, 
but that he has made himself a power hi 
the Old Dominion cannot for a moment 
be questioned. The manner in which 
his enemies have fought him has not 
helped to mollify his naturally violent 
temper, and it is small wonder that he 
has been driven by the foroe of circum- 
stances and the exigencies of the period, 
to use snob weapons as the enemy have 
supplied him with. So, if Mabone has 
sometimes been violent in his denuncia- 
tion of the Bourbons and their methods, 
and if he has arrayed against himself all 
the bitterness of a people who have culti- 
vated bitterness as a fine art, northern 
Republicans should not forget that he 
stands as the representative of modern 
ideas ir then- conflict with medievalism, 
and that he is one of the few leading 
southerners who has grasped the situa- 
tion and is willing to stand in the fore- 
front of the determined little band who 
are striving to reach the mountain top 
where they may fall down and worship 
the rising sun of the new civilization 
which will yet dawn upon the south. He 
may make mistakes but he is on the 
right road, and his hands ought to be 
strengthened. 


THE Atlanta Constitution thinks that 


because the Republicans of New York 
"lose the state ticket and yet retain con- 
trol of the legislature" there most be 
some gerrymandering of the legislative 
districts. This is tbe opinion held by a 
majority of the Democrats, both in and 
out of New York, bnt it is wrong, never- 
theless. If the Conttitution takes the 
trouble to make a computation of the 
vote oast for the candidates of the two 
parties in New York for the members of 
the branch of the Legislature chosen last 
year it will discover that the Republi- 
cans had a majority of over 16,000 on the 
aggregate vote, or 3,000 more than that 
given to Gen. Harrison.
